be available until May. 

Council members will meet Friday morning 
with Attorney Martin at 7 a.m. to make the final 
decision concerning liability insurance for the city, 
whether to join Coachella immediately or make 
plans to join ICRMA. 

On a stop-gap basis, the city took out an earlier 
policy with Volunteer Fireman’s Insurance Services, 
Inc. and City Administrator Jim McRea suggested 
“short rate and cancel this policy.” Arnold Oaf- 
frey of Miner Harkness Insurance Agency will be 
instructed when to drop that insurance policy. 

Attorney Martin has also been asked by coun¬ 
cil members to explain to them interfund trans¬ 
fers, primarily the procedure of transferring water 
funds to the general fund. 

At the 5:30 meeting, Martin said transfer was 
possible considering “what is reasonable.” He said 
if there is excessive transfer, that amount becomes 
a supplemental tax. 

He suggested setting up a sinking fund for ex¬ 
pansion when the water department needs to do 
specific work such as the replacement of water 
lines. 

He reiterated, “Yes, it can be done but it must 
be reasonable and it cannot be levied for the sole 
purpose of feeding the general fund. Every sinking 
fund should have reason.” 

Councilman Sam Simpson reminded his peers 
that most of the water lines in Sierra Madre need 
to be replaced. “We now have $313,(XX). Water 
lines in the city are over 45 years old. We can spend 
that money plus the general fund to replace those.” 

The amount chosen was $160,(XX) and Mayor 
Corp asked, “Is $160,000 too high or too low?” 

At the later meeting, the..council decided to 
look over the 1972 bond issue to investigate how 
they might “borrow” money from the water de¬ 
partment to pay city salaries. 

It was same song, second verse for the Sierra 
Madre Police Association Tuesday evening when 
they picketed in front of the city hall prior to the 
City Council meeting. That did not seem to deter 
the City Council members from talking about the 
problems of police salaries.

Where do wa get these Ideas? Paul 
says these foalings come from “our evil 
behavior." A guilty conscience makes ua

— Wa try to hide from Qod . . . 

— When confronted with our sins, we 
play games: deny, blame others, even 
blame Qod.

If Qod hates you, how do you ex¬ 
plain the cross? Why would a Qod who 
hates us send His only Son Into the world 
to redeem us from our sins? Why would 
Jesus permit Himself to die the way He 
did? The historical evidence Is clean He 
did not die a hopeless Victim, but deli¬ 
berately, as a willing sacrifice! 

Through Jesus’ death, Qod has given 
us some fantastic things.

As a police officer and 
member of the Sierra 
Madre Police Associa¬ 
tion, I read the 4'ecent 
letters in the Sierra Mad¬ 
re News with much in¬ 
terest, especially those 
from Vincent Garvin and 
John Vebien. Both gen¬ 
tlemen feel that current 
police wages are suf¬ 
ficient given the condi¬ 
tions under which of¬ 
ficers work in this city. 

Mr. Garvin proposes 
that the city examine the 
wages of clerks and fac¬ 
tory workers, using an 
average of the two to set 
police salaries. I have a 
suggestion that makes. 

, j,usl about as much 
sense: why don’t we exs, 
amine the wages of pro¬ 
fessional baseball players 
and brain surgeons and 
use that average? All we 
are asking is that the 
city examine the salaries 
of people who do the 
same job, with the same 
training, responsibilities 
and expectations that we 
perform: officers in sur¬ 
rounding law enforce¬ 
ment agencies. We don’t 
care which agencies are 
selected, because the fact 
of the matter is, any 
other agency pays more.

AUhough the Sierra Madre Kiwanis Ciub was 
organized in (X'lober, 1927, Kiwanis International 
actually celebrates its founding at the beginning of 
each year.

Dinner, Jan. 26, 1928, and first president was C. L. 
Herbert. Other officers included vice-president, Ray 
A. Grant, and treasurer, lorn fyler. First meetings 
were held on Alegria St., just west of Baldwin Ave. 
Other meeting places were the Womens’ Club and 
Masonic Hall, where the club has been meeting 
for several years. 

The Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club was chartered 
in 1928 and has been involved in local projects 
from the beginning. 

Among those projects have been and still are, 
the annual Halloween parade, Cl.IMB, support of 
rehabilitation activities at the recreation center and 
the annual Huck Finn Fishing Derby. Another 
ongoing project, started in December, 1985, is the 
donation of cash and food to less-fortunate people 
and a year-round collection of canned food for 
needy people of the community. Activities of benefit 
directly to the city of Sierra Madre have been 
the placing of trash containers at strategic locations, 
14 wooden benches on sidewalks and with the help 
of other civic groups, the building ol the pavilion 
in Memorial Park.

Dr. Bruce Carter will present a program fea¬ 
turing the style and elaborate porches of homes 
in the San Ciahriel Valley from the turn of the 
century to the 1920s. Many of these used native 
stone that washed down from our mountains and 
massive timber cut from the forests of Northern 
California. 

Carter is a geology professor at PCC and 
brings this interest to the material used in so many 
of the homes in this area. He is a native Calilor- 


nian who grew up in an 1860s house, has restored 
one early l9(X)s home in Monrovia and is current¬ 
ly working on restoration ol his present home 
built in 1913, also in Monrovia. 

He and his wife Lyn (a contributor to the Sierra 
Madre News), founded “The Monrovia Old House 
Group,” an arm of the Monrovia Historical So¬ 
ciety, which holds annual home tours ol Mon¬ 
rovia’s vintage homes. Cailer is a past-piesidcnt 
of the group. Last year he presented a program 
to the Sierra Madre Historical Society about older 
homes in the area. 

The Steinbergs have owned their chaiming 1912 
home for five years. It lealures a trout porch 
that extends to become a convenient porte-cochere, 
riie Preservtion Society invites you to attend this 
meeting.

The question of money was repeated when Ron 
Coleman, representing the Parks and Recreation 
Commission, requested meeting with the City Coun¬ 
cil members to discuss the commission’s concern 
of administration and staffing of the department. 
The two groups will meet Monday, Mar. 17 at 7:30 
p.m. at the P and R commission meeting. 

Coleman pointed out that other cities around 
here pay their recreation supervisor more than Sierra 
Madre; Arcadia, $2469, 73% more; Azusa, $2413, 
70% more; Monrovia, $2259, 59% more; Temple 
City, $2106, 48% more; Duarte, $2200, 55% more. 

“We need to increase the salary and get some¬ 
one who will do a job. A lot of programs are 
slipping,” Coleman concluded.

Hugh Bell Sr., 87, of Sierra Madre has the 
Jislinciion of having named a rock arch near Moab, 
about 130 miles northwest of Mesa Verde National 
Park in Colorado. Researchers say he named three 
natural arches in I927 when he first found them 
on an expedition with two companions. 

In those days. Bell was a free-lance lecturer 
and reporter-photographer, working for the Cleve¬ 
land Plain Dealer who Tmanced the trip in return 
for photographs and articles. With Bell on this par¬ 
ticular trip in Bell’s Model-T Ford were two high 
school boys, Robert Lillick and Francis Parks, both 
former members of Bell’s Presbyterian Sunday 
School classes in Willoughby, Ohio. 

For about a week they camped and explored 
what is today Arches National Park. They carried 
with them on their hikes a 12-pound tripod, a 
5 X 7-inch camera and glass photographic plates. 

On one scorching July day, short ol water, 
they found a depression that looked as if it might 
contain water. They scooped up the sand in their 
handkerchiefs and sucked the moisture. 

Bell looked up and saw three large natural rock 
openings and named them “Minaret Bridge, 
“Twinbow Bridge,” and “Double-O-Arch.” The 
last name has survived all these years while “Twin- 
bow” is now called Double Arch and “Minaret’ 
is now Tower Arch. 

At each site. Bell carved the names, dated the 
arches and cut his name. 

While “Twinbow Bridge” failed to become the 
official name, the title appears occasionally in print. 
Bell’s color photographs of the natural phenomena 
have appeared in The National Geographic Mag¬ 
azine and Natural History magazine. He took what 
is probably the first photo of the features. 

Controversy still runs rampant about who act¬ 
ually saw the arches first, who named them first. 

Below the spati in the area which Bell named 
“Minaret Bridge” were found the block letters: 
DISCOV-D BY M AND MRS. ALEX RING- 
HOEFFER AND SONS, 1922-3. The family name 
was misspelled, leading researchers to question its 
authenticity. 

Bell’s inscription was under the span. He de¬ 
clares the “Ringhoeffer” inscription did not exist 
when he visited the arch in 1927, saying he would

not have added his name had he seen it, Researen- 
ers believe the misspelling of the name makes it 
clear that the inscription was cut after Bell visited 
the arch. 

Alexander Ringhoffer led parties through the 
area, one in 1923 and one in 1925. No mention 
was made of these arches or the inscriptions fol¬ 
lowing either of these expeditions. 

Bell was born Jan. 10, 1899 in St. Joseph, 
Mo. When WWI started. Bell’s father joined the 
Canadian army even though he was a naturalized 
U.S. citizen. When the United States joined the 
war, the senior Bell transferred to the American 
army. Bell and his mother moved to Ohio while his 
father was in service. 

He graduated from high school in 1917, joined 
the navy in 1918, was discharged and entered 
Western Reserve University from which he grad¬ 
uated in 1922. 

Bell joined the staff of the Cleveland Museum 
of Natural History. He married Jessie Rose, a high 
school sweetheart, and after 58 years of marriage, 
Mrs. Bell died in 1981. They had four sons. 

In 1924, Bell left the museum to work as a 
free-lancer and that was when he went on his “dis¬ 
covery” trips. 

In 1930, because of his wife’s health, the family 
moved to Arizona where he worked for the U.S. 
Indian Service. Because of the many flowers he 
planted around government buildings in Tuba City, 
the Navajos called him “Hasteen Dahatihi,” or 
“He Who Hovers Over the Flowers.” 

He joined an operation in New Mexico conduct¬ 
ed by Caltech, then moved his family to Pasa¬ 
dena where he joined the staff of Caltech. 

In 1948, he resigned and moved to Arizona to 
become a missionary to the Navajos. He established 
Gospel Broadcasters in Flagstaff, Ariz., and began 
manufacturing spring-driven phonographs on which 
the Navajos, living without electricity, could play 
the gospel recordings. 

Later he moved his operation to Sierra Madre 
where his work, now called Mission Aides, Inc., 
is headquartered. His son, Hugh Bell Jr., is an 
ordained Southern Baptist minister and assumed 
management of the family tape duplication, record¬ 
er player equipment business in 1973.

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Jameson estate echoes 
early-day ambiance

of the Ladies’ Music Club. She also entertained 
the Modern Priscillas in “Glen Cairne” on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon, Oct. 22, 1908. The Priscillas still 
meet today and still on Thursday afternoons. 

The papers also noted that four generations 
of the family were present at the Christmas party 
there in 1908. That 1912 magazine supplement, by 
the way, was printed to honor a three-day Flower 
Festival held here by the Woman’s Club and which 
culminated on the last day in a huge parade. 
That supplement also showed a picture of Mr. Ba-- 
ker’s automobile, top down, that was a 1911 
parade entry with Baker driving and several little 
girls riding in the car and wearing garlands of mar- | 
guerites. 

The Bakers lived in “Glen Cairne” for about 10 
years, then sold to a retired army officer and 
moved to Pasadena. He occupied the home only 
for a short time. In 1920 it was purchased by ^ 
Mr. and Mrs. James W. Jameson who decided to 
settle here after visiting friends in the area. f 

James William Jameson was born in Humboldt E 
County, a descendant of a prominent Southern | 
family. He did much to develop resources in I 
California with ownership or interest in Kern Coun- 3 
ty Midway oil fields, Santa Fe Springs and Hun- « 
tington Beach oil fields. Blue Diamond Building c 
Material Company of Los Angeles, Monolith Port- / 
land Cement Company and was president of Jame- « 
son Refinery which was later purchased" by Rich-- ^ 
field Oil Company. * 

He was also a professor who taught in Oak¬ 
land in 1888, then moved to Salt Lake City, es- ^ 
tablished his own school and was admitted to the V 
bar in Utah in 1892. He returned to California in 
1897 and shortly after discovered the Midway 
oil field. In 1900 he married Ida May Smith in 
Oakland. They had no children. 

Mr. Jameson died in 1934 at age 72. Mrs. 
Jameson lived on to the age of 102 and died in 
1963. They were much involved in the Congrega-

A magazine supplement to the Sierra Madre 
News, dated Apr. 18, 1912, featured pictures of the 
home and garden located at 481 W. Highland Ave., 
an area that is now known as the Jameson Es¬ 
tate. 

In the early 1900s this estate was one of the 
most beautiful in Sierra Madre. That is still true 
today, almost 80 years later. 

In 1912, the owner was Charles H. Baker of 
the Baker Shoe Company, who bought five acres 
of vineyard in 1907 to build the house. The house 
was completed in 1908. The Bakers and their three 
children, Frances, Charline and John, resided here 
on South Baldwin before moving into this new 
home. 

They called it “Glen Cairne,” a Scottish name 
which loosely translated means “valley landmark.” 
The two-story house, 6702 sq. ft. in size, was 
built at a cost of about $7000. It is a superb 
example of Craftsman-style of architecture so pop¬ 
ular during those years and so compatible to this 
climate and to the lifestyle back then. 

A porch wraps around the home on three sides. 
Original appointments, also typical of that period, 
grace the beautiful interior of this luxurious seven- 
bedroom, bungalow-type house. A grandfather 
clock is still there, built into the base of the hall 
staircase. There are rich woods throughout the home 
and a large picture window in the living room 
looks out on the front vista of spacious lawn. 

At the rear of the home are lovely gardens 
showing an Oriental influence and all well maintain¬ 
ed today. There is an early 19th century kiosk, 
a bamboo forest, a stone bridge, generous plant¬ 
ings and the original log cabin playhouse built 
by the Bakers for their children. There is a fire¬ 
place inside the playhouse and the outside chimney 
of native stone rises from the ground as a Crafts¬ 
man gem in miniature. 

Early Sierra Madre newspapers give account of 
the Bakers’ involvement in the community. Mr. 
Baker received commendation from the Board of 
Trade.
